Boflon, Dec. 7. Friday laft Capt. Witham, who lately 
fail’d for Virginia, return’d back to this Port, having 
been taken by a Spanifh Privateer Sloop of two Carriage 
and fix Swivel Guns, and about 30 Men, off the Capes of 
Virginia, as he was going in. The Spaniards detain’! 
Capt, Witham about 30 Hours, (in which time they took 
another Veflel from this Port, alfo bound to Virginia, 
~—— Paddock Maiter) and then difm:fs’d him, having 
firft ftripp’d the Veflel of much of her Furniture, all the 
Cargo but Rum and Sugar, (which would have been the 
frit thing taken by Engiifhmen) almoft a'l the Provifions, 
all the Books, Papers, and Inftruments, and robb’d both 
Mafter and Men of all their Cloaths but a few Rags jutt 
to cover them.: This Sloop belong’d to Philadelphia, and 
was taken a few Days before Capt. Witham, by a large 
Spanifh Privateer of 200 Tons and 130 Men, to whom 
(he was then a Sort of Tender, the Ship being cruifing 
not far off. 


COUNTRY NEWS. 
Newcaflle, Fan. 30. For a Week paft nearly, we have 
had the Wind at W. and W. S. W. very high and boifte- 
rous; but on Tharfday Evening it rofe to a Tempctt, 
and the Spring tides being then at the Height, the ftrong 
Current ot the Ebb running with the Wind, was drove 
with fuch Force upon the Shipping at Shields, that {:ve- 
ral Veffe!s broke loofe from their Hawfers ; and we hear 
great Damage is fuftain’d both by the Ships and Keels in 
tac Harbour; and alfo a Houfe belonging to James Gray, 
was drove away and moflt of the Goods are wit. About 
the fame time, (nearly eight o’ Clock) an aftonifhing 
Flath of Lightning broke from the Clouds with a violent 
Clap of Thuuder, by which Capt. Hammond of Yar 
mouth had his Mafts and Sails fir’d in an Inftant, and ail 
burnt. But the moft melancholy Accident that we have 


jo'ning Killingworth-moor, about three Miles E. of this 
Town, where the Dwelling-houfe, Barns, Byers, Stables, 
and Stacks, were all fir’d by the Lightning, and thro’ the 
Vehemency of the Wind foon confum’s to Afhes; in 
which Horfes, Oxen, and Cows, to the Number of 22, 
‘were burat to Death, and alfo 22 Bol's of winnowed 
Wheat, between 90 and 100 Bolls of Oats, and 1¢ Corn 
Stacks, were utterly deftroy’d.
